NAIT students’ 
request for U-Pass 
refund rejected 

NAIT Student Association 
members are “disappoint¬ 
ed” in Mayor Don Iveson’s 
rejection of their U-Pass 
fee relief request after the 
Metro Line LRT opening 
was delayed. 

The association sent 
a letter to the mayor’s 
office just over a month 
ago asking for reversal of 
the planned U-Pass price 
increase that had already 
been approved. 

“NAIT students are the 
main stakeholders for the 
new LRT line and they’re 
the ones who are going to 
be affected by the delay,” 
stated president Hasib 
Baig. 

“We think it was a very 
reasonable request,” he 
added. 

Baig said the letter 
from the mayor stated, 
“There’s other stakehold¬ 
ers as well who are in the 
community” to whom the 
city would not be able to 
provide a refund. 

“That was the main 
reason as to why they 
wouldn’t give us a fee 
refund,” said Baig, who 
did not want to provide 
media with a copy of the 
letter at this time. 

John Brennan, the 
strategic advisor to the 
mayor, said Iveson was 
unavailable for comment 
on the issue Thursday 
afternoon. 

The NAITSA’s decision 
to request a refund of 
$140,000 was made follow¬ 
ing the city’s announce¬ 
ment in early October that 
the signaling contractor 
was struggling to meet 
their deadlines due to the 
merging of old and new 
systems.

Confusion abounds as 
boards plan differently

Big-city Catholic students 
aren’t writing them, public 
students in Edmonton will and 
their peers to the south in Cal- 
gaiy might. 

Confused yet? You’re prob¬ 
ably not alone, as Alberta 
metropolitan boards have 


spelled out differing plans for 
the Grade 6 Provincial Achieve¬ 
ment Tests. 

The standardized end-of- 
year examinations are set to be 
phased out in favour of com¬ 
puterized tests written at the 
start of the year. 

Representatives with both 
the Edmonton and Calgaiy 
Catholic school boards said 
they had already scrapped 
plans for PATs this year and 
would instead have their stu¬ 
dents take the new tests next 
September. 

But plans among their pub¬ 
lic peers appear to differ. Ed¬ 
monton Public Schools will be 
writing the PATs this year, and 


the Calgaiy Board of Education 
said it was still waiting on dir¬ 
ection. 

In an email, Alberta Edu¬ 
cation spokeswoman Tamara 
Magnan did not confirm that a 
pilot of the new system would 
be conducted this fall, but 
stressed that once a pilot is in 
place, “it will be up to school 
districts to determine if they 
want to participate.” 

Edmonton Catholic Schools 
spokeswoman Lori Nagy said 
her organization’s plan was to 
run the Grade 6 SLA trial next 
year. 

“That is our information, 
and if something changes, 
then of course we would 


change our schedule as well,” 
she said. 

While ECS will ditch the 
PAT, Edmonton’s public board 
said students in Grade 6 would 
be writing the exam because 
it’s useful for data mining. 

Jennifer Allen, director of 
research and innovation, said 
school districts were given the 
option to write the Grade 6 
PATs since there will be an op¬ 
portunity to run a pilot project 
with SLAs in the fall. 

“Some districts will chose to 
do both, and some will chose 
to do one or the other,” she 
said. “We like to have data; any 
data we have is good. It shows 
us how our kids are learning.”

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Reducing suidde. New bill 
aimed at helping gay youth 


A bill to allow gay-straight 
alliances in schools, intro¬ 
duced Thursday in the Al¬ 
berta legislature, will be the 
litmus test for Premier Jim 
Prentice’s Tories on toler¬ 
ance, says Liberal Leader Raj 
Sherman. 

“It will test their progres¬ 
siveness and test to see if 
they will do the right thing,” 
Sherman told reporters. 

“Stand up for teachers and 
stand up for our children, es¬ 
pecially those children from 
the LGBTQ community.” 

Liberal Laurie Blalceman 
introduced Bill 202, the Safe 
and Inclusive School Act, 
mandating schools to allow 
students, if they wish, to cre¬ 
ate gay-straight alliances to 
combat bullying. 

In Edmonton, the public 
school district has 25 GSA 
groups already up and run¬ 
ning, while the Catholic dis¬ 
trict said it has 89 clubs that 
promote positive behavior 
and social justice. 

Blalceman told the legis¬ 
lature the bill is about pro¬ 
tecting students who feel bul¬ 
lied and, in extreme cases, try 
to take their own lives. 


Private member's bill 


• Blakeman’s bill is not 
sponsored by the gov¬ 
ernment. It is a private 
member’s bill. Such bills 
traditionally do not pass. 


• But Blakeman’s bill is 
expected to reopen a 
polarizing debate on 
how Alberta’s political 
parties view gay youth. 


“As we well know, bully¬ 
ing can have terrible effects. 
And the proof is (that) the 
highest suicide rate is sexual 
minority youth,” said Blalce- 
man. 

Gay-straight alliances are 
student-led peer support net¬ 
works in schools that make 
students of different sexual 
orientations feel welcome 
and give them support from 
being alienated and bullied. 

“Gay-straight peer sup¬ 
port groups have been prov¬ 
en to reduce suicide in our 
gay youth,” said Blalceman.

Council puts out call for 
arena district public art

The Edmonton Arts Council 
is looking to spend as much 
as $900,000 on three public 
art projects around the new 
downtown arena. 

The arts council put out 
an open call for the three 
projects: a $500,000 sculpture 
north of the building near 
the MacEwan LRT station, a 
$300,000 sculpture also on 
the north side, but closer to 
the community rink, and a 
$100,000 project inside the 
building at the entrance to 
the community rink. 

The $500,000 call is open 
to artists from around the 
world, the $300,000 call to 
Canadian artists and the 


$100,000 call only to artists 
from the capital region. 

Katherine Kerr, the coun¬ 
cil’s public art director, said 
she believes the sculptures 
will be a tremendous oppor¬ 
tunity for any artist. 

“We’re really looking for¬ 
ward to what the artists can 
bring within the limitations of 
both of those sites,” she said. 

The projects are funded 
through the city’s policy al¬ 
locating one per cent of the 
city’s contribution to any pro¬ 
ject for public art. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
it makes sense to have an 
independent panel pick the 
projects. 

“The politicians have set 
the policy and now. the less 
the politicians are involved in 
the adjudication, the better,” 
he said. 

McKeen did have some 
suggestions however. 

“Please God, no big hockey 
puck,” he said. “If it’s a giant 
statue of Don Cheriy my head 
will explode.”

Immunization. Health 
authority warns those 
who put it off are at 
risk as Edmonton heads 
toward peak flu season

As Edmonton heads toward 
the peak of this year’s flu 
season — expected in the 
third week of December — 
Alberta Health Services (AHS) 
is encouraging Albertans who 
haven’t yet been immunized 
to do so right away. 

Dr. Geriy Predy, AHS sen¬ 
ior medical officer of health, 
said as the vaccine takes two 
weeks to become fully effect¬ 
ive, now is the time to get the 


shot — or nasal spray — for 
adults and children. 

“Unlike the wait you’ll 
face to get your winter tires 
put on your car, you can be 
immunized right away — 
we have enough vaccine this 
year,” said Predy. “Those who 
put it off are at risk for the 
disease, and we’re starting 
to see an outbreak in the Ed¬ 
monton area.” 

November has already 


seen outbreaks in two long¬ 
term care facilities and one 
city school, but Predy said the 
higher activity in the Edmon¬ 
ton region will likely change 
as the flu season progresses. 

This year’s vaccine offers 
protection against both the 
H1N1 strain, which caused 
a run on immunizations 
last winter — and the H3N2 
strain, predicted to cause the 
most flu cases this year. 


Flu facts 


Some 925,000 Albertans have 
been immunized against the 
flu this season, compared to 
1.2 million last winter. 


• 219 cases have been re¬ 
ported in Alberta this fall, 
resulting in 69 hospitaliza¬ 
tions and seven deaths. 


Misericordia. Leak forces 
closure of parts of hospital 


A broken pipe forced Mi¬ 
sericordia Hospital officials 
to close off parts of the hos¬ 
pital Thursday, after water 
leaked from the second 
floor of the facility into the 
basement. 

Metro first reported a 
leaking hot water pipe on 
the second floor had caused 
administrators to close the 
basement cafeteria. 

It was unclear how the 
leak started, but staff con¬ 
firmed the leak originated 
in two west — an area in 
the hospital that’s currently 
under construction follow¬ 
ing a flood in 2013. 

“No patients have had 
to be moved because of the 
leak,” said Covenant Health 
spokeswoman Rayne Kuntz. 
“The biggest impact has 


been on the cafeteria.” 

Areas on the main floor 
have been cordoned off be¬ 
cause of the water, which 
could affect traffic and pa¬ 
tient flow, said Kuntz. 

While the extent of the 
water damage is unclear, 
hospital officials are look¬ 
ing into the impact that the 
leak has had on the Insti¬ 
tute for Reconstructive Sci¬ 
ences in Medicine, which is 
located on the main floor. 

“It’s not massive 
amounts of water,” said 
Kuntz. “It’s not a massive 
gush.” 

This past summer, the 
hospital’s day ward was 
closed down after a pipe 
burst, which caused rain¬ 
water to flood parts of the 
first floor, leah holoiday/metro

AHS postpones 
surgeries due to 
strange residue 

Alberta Health Services says 
it has postponed almost 
five dozen surgeries at the 
Chinook Regional Hospital 
in Lethbridge after a dark 
residue was found on some 
instruments. 

The fine residue ap¬ 
peared after the equipment 
was cleaned and sterilized. 

AHS says instruments 
will be sent to other facili¬ 
ties to be cleaned until the 
problem is resolved. 

Health officials say the 
residue presents a low risk 
to patient safety, and emer¬ 
gency surgeries and some 
elective procedures will 
continue using other equip¬ 
ment.

Families continuing 
to struggle to find 
childcare service, 
survey shows 

Quality childcare in the 
province, particularly for 
low-income families, is at a 
premium, says a new report. 

The report released 
by Public Interest Alberta 
surveyed childcare operators 
in the province to identify 


some of the biggest concerns 
facing families with young 
children, infants and kids 
with special needs. 

According to the data, 63 
per cent of Alberta childcare 
operators have a waiting 
list, while 62 per cent of 
operators don’t provide care 
for children with complex 
special needs. 

The study also found 74 
per cent of operators said 
low-income families pay 
more than $200 per month 
per child, metro

As a child, Russell Cobb’s 
family would take him to the 
Eighth Wonder of the World. It 
wasn’t the Great Wall of China 
or Taj Mahal, but rather the 
planet’s first domed multipur¬ 
pose stadium: the Astrodome. 

Growing up in Houston’s 
nouveau-riche/blue-collar stew, 
the Cobbs, along with mil¬ 
lions of American travellers, 
would pay admission not for 
any event but simply to be 
inside it — to bask in its air- 
conditioning and gaze upon its 
mammoth TV screen. 

Decades later, the writer 
and University of Alberta 
professor, leading a digital 
humanities project on local 
studies, discovered 1970s 
blueprints for an Astrodome- 
inspired project in down¬ 
town Edmonton. Named 
the Omniplex, it was like a 
three-layer cake of conven¬ 
tion centre, hockey rink and 


football stadium, with an icing 
trimming of retail, restaurants 
and theatres — all indoors. 
And, like the Astrodome, it 
would tame the elements of 
our harsh climate. 

“City boosters said it was 
going to be the thing that put 
Edmonton on the map,” says 
Cobb, who is organizing a 
“Retrofutures” panel discus¬ 
sion on how the ill-fated struc¬ 
ture relates to Edmonton’s 
past and present this Friday at 
7 p.m. at the Stanley Milner 
Library. 

He was struck not just by 
how closely it mirrored his 
hometown (oil-rich Hous¬ 
ton, after all, is dismissed as 
backwoods and harbours an 
inferiority complex relative to 
glitzy Dallas) but by how much 
it mirrored present Edmonton. 
“Reading some of the op-eds, 
if you just substitute arena 
for Omniplex, it’s the same 
thing,” he says. 

He’s intrigued by how “the 
unbuilt” formed Edmonton’s 
current reality, but also by 
how memories of these lost 
structures slip away from mod¬ 


em discourse. “It seemed to be 
history repeating itself.” 

It’s a curious feeling to hear 
an American-born man with a 
raspy, southern drawl speak so 
intimately about local histoiy. 
But Cobb is no different than 
many Edmontonians in this 
city of migrants. The constant 
flux of boom-time newcomers 
(like me) has created a cul¬ 
tural amnesia, where we cycle 
through similar ideas without 
applying lessons of the past. 

Like the arena, the 
Omniplex was proposed by a 
mix of sports team owners, 
politicians and boosters, and 
was supposed to rejuvenate 
downtown. Debate over the 
plan dragged on until property 
tax-paying Edmontonians axed 
it in a 1971 plebiscite. 

However, there are some 
key differences. “In all these 
sketches,” he says, “very rarely 
do you see actual people. You 
see lots of cars, and all these 
towers and skyscrapers, but 
no one is walking. They just 
wanted people to come here, 
depositing their money in the 
grand piggybanlc that is Omni¬ 


plex, and dispersing.” 

The proposed Edmonton 
Arena District adds residences 
to its plan, so in that respect, 
whether intentional or not, it’s 
a more sustainable plan. 

But Cobb wonders whether 
the emphasis on luxuiy 
developments is building an¬ 
other kind of exclusiveness. 

“It seem like it’s for ex¬ 
tremely wealthy people,” he 
says about the ftiture of down¬ 
town Edmonton. Is it at odds 
with the rhetoric of building 
organic, healthy and sustain¬ 
able neighbourhoods? 

“This is the troubling side 
of new urbanism.” 

As for what would have be¬ 
come of the Omniplex, Cobb 
thinks it most likely would 
have met the fate of the Astro¬ 
dome — a stagnant stadium 
abandoned by its NFL team 
(curiously called the Oilers for 
a time) and baseball players for 
humbler arenas. It was almost 
demolished last year. 

“I think had Edmonton 
built the Omniplex, we’d be 
talking about bulldozing it 
now.”

recognition of that,” he said. 

“With digital production, 
there’s a craving for great 
screen content and we’re just 
on the tip of that wave and 
hopefully, Alberta and Ed¬ 
monton will be one of those 
centres.” 


The final scene was filmed 
in Edmonton, with other parts 
of the movie shot in the U.S. 
and Vietnam. 

Unclaimed tells the story 
of Tom Faunce, who endures 


through a traumatic child¬ 
hood and two years in the 
U.S. Army during the Vietnam 
War, but makes an oath to 
spend his life helping those in 
need. 


His journey takes a

Studio’s potential closure prompts industry chatter 



Local filmmakers are 
coming together to think 
of ways to boost the city’s 
film industry after learning 
the Film Alberta Studio 
will no longer service film¬ 
makers. 

The 15,000 square foot 
soundstage is equipped 
with 13 production offices, 
an underground tank and a 
film dark room, as well as 
other features, and is the 
largest of its kind in the city.

Edmonton rec-centre users 
can expect to see more se¬ 
curity at their favorite facil¬ 
ity, as the city plans to step 
up surveillance across the 
board. 

City administration has 
allotted $474,000 in the 
proposed operating budget 
to implement new secur¬ 
ity measures at facilities 
throughout Edmonton. 

The cash will be used to 
beef up supervision in lock¬ 
er rooms, along with con¬ 
tracting out security guards 
and peace officers to patrol 
facilities at peak hours. 

Facilities manager Rob 
Smyth said the city has seen

a population bump and more 
people hit up recreation fa¬ 
cilities, which means a bump 
in incidents. 

As of now, staff members 
are dealing with most secur¬ 
ity complaints for difficult 
users, he added. 

“Anecdotally, more and 
more times our staff are rais¬ 
ing the flags a little bit, just 
in terms of them feeling safe 
and secure in the city facili¬ 
ties,” Smyth said. 

While the increase has 
been gradual, Smyth said the 
city’s goal is to make sure 
eveiy facility is safe and wel¬ 
coming to all users. 


“It’s about us doing our 
due diligence around mak¬ 
ing sure these places are safe 


and people feel comfortable 
in them,” Smyth said. 

If approved by council, 


the funding will also go to¬ 
wards programming, like 
the “bait locker” initiative, 


where alarms were installed 
in certain lockers to sound 
off when broken into.

Report laments lack of 
documentation on why

Wondering why your neigh¬ 
bourhood, with cracked side¬ 
walks and rutted streets, hasn’t 
seen a city renewal project? So 
is the city’s auditor. 

In a report on the city’s 
roads department, the auditor 
found while there are broad 
guidelines about which neigh¬ 
bourhoods are repaired, there 
are also internal decisions 
made by staff. 

“We found that manage¬ 
ment has not documented 
these criteria or the import¬ 
ance of considering them 
when deciding which projects 
to complete,” wrote David 
Wiun. 

Wiun found while there 
are guidelines, there are a lot 
of personal decisions being 
made. 


“The selection of projects 
ultimately rests with a limited 
number of city employees,” he 
said. 

Bany Belcourt, branch 
manger for roads design and 
construction, defended the 
program and said he is con¬ 
fused by the auditor’s findings. 

“I don’t know where they 
are coming from because we 
have it all documented,” he 
said. 

Belcourt said the city 
doesn’t simply tackle the worst 
neighbourhoods, but has to 
put in a long list of criteria. 

“It’s not the worst first. It’s 
based on our criteria,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
the department needs much 
stronger documentation. 

“When you are the tax¬ 
payer and you are paying a 1.5 
per cent tax increase, you got 
to be clear and concise in your 
prioritization,” he said. 

Nickel said it’s a question of 
transparency to taxpayers. 

“How am I supposed to say 
to the voter, ‘Oh yes, every¬ 
thing is clear and transparent 
and on the up and up’?”

Transportation Minister 
Wayne Drysdale told a room 
full of rural councillors 
Thursday that it’s time for 
the province to invest more 
in their roads. 

Drysdale said big ring¬ 
road projects in the cities, 
as well as Highway 63, have 
tied up much of the prov¬ 
ince’s funds and he hopes 
to rebalance the spending. 

“Going forward, I hope 
we can spend lots of Trans¬ 
portation’s capital dollars 
in rural Alberta, to get our 
roads back into shape,” said 
Drysdale. 

Several rural councillors 
at the Alberta Association 
of Municipal Districts and 
Counties convention plead¬ 
ed with Drysdale to help 
them address a long list of 
bridges and roads that need 
repair work. 

Drysdale said afterward 
the ring roads and Highway 
63 were valuable, but they 
crowded out important 
founding. 

“Those are very import¬ 
ant projects, I am not going 
to apologize for doing that. 


Projects 


Drysdale said the province 
has committed funds to all 
the upgrades for Highway 
63 , as well as Edmonton’s 
ring road, and it has only one 
piece of Calgary’s left to fund. 


Those were projects that 
needed to be done,” he said. 

He said that doesn’t 
mean there won’t be money 
to spend in cities on LRT 
projects or other transpor¬ 
tation priorities. 

“It’s not one or the 
other,” he said. “We can 
continue both.” 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he doesn’t believe any shift 
has to be a bad thing for Ed¬ 
monton. 

“We would always expect 
for them to do this equit¬ 
ably and to be able to jus¬ 
tify their investment,” he 
said. “I don’t want to play 
into any kind of rural-urban 
rift.”

Police chief Rod Knecht 
said the service has submit¬ 
ted a business case to have 
some of EPS’ administrative 
staff move out of the down¬ 
town headquarters and into 
the new tower. 

“We’d like three or four 
floors,” he told media on 
Wednesday. 

Knecht said it would be 


great to have a recruiting 
facility at the ground level 
of the new building as more 
and more people head to 
downtown Edmonton. 

“We see that as an oppor¬ 
tunity,” he said. 

The proposed 27-storey 
tower is already under con¬ 
struction at the corner of 
104 Avenue and 101 Street. 
The city is set to take floors 
two through 19 of the new 
building, with private ten¬ 
ants taking up the rest of 
the space. 

City staff are currently 
spread across nine office 
buildings in the downtown 
core and the new tower is 
designed to allow for con¬ 
solidation of those staff. 

David Holehouse, a 
spokesman for the city, said 
in an email that it would be 
too soon to know if the po¬ 
lice could be accommodated 
in the new space. 

“We’re in the process of 
looking into all the options

and opportunities for oc¬ 
cupancy of the new office 
building,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the idea is worth consid¬ 
ering, especially given that 
many of the police services’ 
administration functions 
work so closely with city 
staff. 

“If there (are) efficiencies 
to be gained by that, I think 
that is absolutely worth pur¬ 
suing.”

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Canadian veterans given Supreme Court to rule 
French Legion of Honour 0 n Metis, non-status 



Seventeen Second World War 
veterans in Montreal were 
awarded the French Legion of 
Honour on Thursday, includ¬ 
ing one who will turn 100 
next year. 

An emotional ceremony 
featuring the 17 was held 
in the presence of Philippe 
Zeller, the French ambassa¬ 
dor to Canada, and deputy 
veterans affairs minister Walt 
Natynczylc. 

Zeller described the award 
as an expression of France’s 
wish to honour men who 
helped liberate the countiy 
during the war. 

The oldest of the honorees 
was 99-year-old John Stuart 
Hermon, whose accomplish¬ 
ments include running the 
Boston Marathon at the age 
of 78. 

For Hermon, the cere¬ 
mony was a veiy touching 
experience. 

“It makes one think how 
precious families and rela¬ 
tives are,” the former captain 
in the 7th Field Regiment, 
Royal Canadian Artillery, said 
in an interview. 


“We should all be veiy 
grateful for the efforts that 
have been made by all of the 
veterans who are not here 
and that their families will 
eventually appreciate just 
what sacrifices their relatives 
have made in the battle of 
Europe.” 

Hermon recalled that his 
job was to drop bombs on 
the enemy and avoid getting 
killed. 

“In the moment of battle, 


your mind is concentrated 
on doing a job, the same as 
it is in civilian life,” he said. 
“There’s no free pass and 
there’s no turning back.”

The Congress of Aborigin¬ 
al Peoples, along with several 
Metis and non-status Indians, 
took the federal government 
to court in 1999, alleging 
discrimination because they 
were not considered “Indi¬ 
ans” under a section of the 
Constitution Act and thus 
have been denied rights. Both 


the Metis and non-status In¬ 
dians scored a major win last 
year when the Federal Court 
recognized them as “Indians” 
under a section of the Con¬ 
stitution. The federal govern¬ 
ment appealed that ruling. 

Earlier this year, the Fed¬ 
eral Court of Appeal upheld 
part of the decision. 

“This is an important step 
in the long struggle begun by 
my predecessor as national 
chief of the Congress of Ab¬ 
original Peoples, Harry Dan¬ 
iels,” National Chief Betty 
Ann Lavallee said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“The decision of the Court 
of Appeal was flawed in our 
view, as it drew an unhelp¬ 
ful distinction between the 
federal government’s respon¬ 
sibility for non-status Indi¬ 
ans and its responsibilities 
toward Metis peoples and 
status Indians.” The Metis 
National Council wanted the 
feds to drop their appeal and 
work out an agreement with 
the Metis.

G20 police hearing. ‘I’ve never 
seen this much riot gear’: Paikin 


A veteran journalist who wit¬ 
nessed the mass arrests during 
the G20 summit four years ago 
told a police disciplinaiy hear¬ 
ing Thursday that in his 32-year 
career he had never seen To¬ 
ronto officers “kettle” peaceful 
protesters. 

Steve Paikin, who hosts 
TVO’s The Agenda, testified in a 
hearing for Supt. David (Mark) 
Fenton, the most senior police 
officer charged in the mass ar¬ 
rests during the meeting of 
global leaders. 


Paikin told the judge that 
before the night of June 26, 
2010, he had never seen police 
in riot gear box in protesters 
who didn’t appear to threaten 
public safety. 

“I’ve never seen this much 
riot gear, never seen the kind 
of hemming in that officers did 
this time,” he said. 

In the past, he said, police 
only intervened when protest¬ 
ers became “overly aggressive.” 

“Those were not the condi¬ 
tions on the night in question,” 


he said, noting the crowd was 
sitting and chanting the words 
peaceful protest. 

Fenton ordered officers to 
box in the protesters. More 
than 260 people were arrested 
and taken to a prisoner process¬ 
ing centre, which was criticized 
for its deplorable conditions. 

He has pleaded not guilty 
to a total of five charges of un¬ 
lawful arrest and discreditable 
conduct arising out of two “lcet- 
tling” incidents.

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Obama’s Immigration plant aims to 
spare five million from deportation 


Battle heats up. 

President spurns 
Republicans with 
expansive changes to 
immigration in the U.S. 


President Barack Obama is 
ordering far-reaching chan¬ 
ges to the U.S. immigration 
system that will protect 
nearly 5 million people 
from deportation, testing 
the limits of his presiden¬ 
tial powers and inviting a 
showdown with newly em¬ 
boldened Republicans. 

In a televised address 
Thursday night, Obama de¬ 
scribed the most sweeping 
changes to fractured im¬ 
migration laws in nearly 
three decades, saying his 
executive actions were a 
“commonsense” plan con¬ 
sistent with what previous 
presidents of both parties 
had done. Immigrants liv¬ 
ing illegally in the United 


States would be saved from 
deportation by receiving 
work permits; millions 
more would remain in lim¬ 
bo. 

Obama sought to break 
a stalemate in America’s 
long-simmering debate over 
immigration by cutting out 
Congress, confronting Re¬ 
publicans who swept con¬ 
gressional elections earlier 
this month and ensuring 
that the contentious debate 
will carry on into the 2016 
presidential campaign. 

“To those members of 
Congress who question my 
authority to make our im¬ 
migration system work bet¬ 
ter, or question the wisdom 
of me acting where Con¬ 
gress has failed, I have one 
answer: Pass a bill,” Obama 
said. 

Republicans, who take 
full control of Congress in 
January after capturing the 
Senate from Democrats, 
warned that Obama would 
face serious consequences 
for what they described as 


an unconstitutional power 
grab. 

“The president will 
come to regret the chapter 
history writes if he does 
move forward,” declared 
Sen. Mitch McConnell, the 
Republican who is soon to 
become the Senate major¬ 
ity leader, hours before 
Obama’s speech. 

Republicans were united 
in opposing his move but 
divided on how to respond. 
Lawmakers have raised op¬ 
tions including lawsuits, a 
government shutdown and 
even impeachment. Party 
leaders are seeking to avoid 
a government shutdown, 
say such moves could back¬ 
fire and anger voters ahead 
of the next presidential 
election in two years. 

The White House says 
the president is exercising 
his executive authority to 
tackle immigration reform 
unilaterally, as Republicans 
Ronald Reagan and George 
H.W. Bush did before him.

Obesity health costs $2 trillion annually worldwide 


The global cost of obesity 
has risen to $2 trillion US 
annually — nearly as much 
as smoking or the combined 
impact of armed violence, 
war and terrorism, accord¬ 
ing to a new report released 
Thursday. 

The McKinsey Global Insti¬ 
tute consulting firm’s report 


focused on the economics of 
obesity, putting it among the 
top three social programs 
generated by human beings. 
It puts its impact at 2.8 per 
cent of global gross domestic 
product. 

“Obesity isn’t just a health 
issue,” one of the report’s au¬ 
thors, Richard Dobbs, said in 


a podcast. “But it’s a major 
economic and business chal¬ 
lenge.” 

The company says 2.1 bil¬ 
lion people — about 30 per 
cent of the global popula¬ 
tion — are overweight or 
obese and that about 15 per 
cent of health care costs in 
developed economies are 


driven by it. 

In emerging markets, as 
countries get richer, the rate 
of obesity rises to the same 
level as that found in more 
developed countries. The 
report offers the stark pre¬ 
diction that nearly half the 
world’s adult population will 
be overweight or obese by 


2030 should present trends 
continue. 

“We are on an unfortu¬ 
nate trajectory,” Dobbs told 
The Associated Press. “We 
have to act.” 

The report’s authors 
argue that efforts to deal 
with obesity have been piece¬ 
meal until now, and that a 


systemic response is needed. 

McKinsey says there’s no 
single or simple solution to 
the problem, but global dis¬ 
agreement on how to move 
forward is hurting progress. 
The analysis is meant to offer 
a starting point on the ele¬ 
ments of a possible strategy.

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Florida State shooter believed 
government after him: Police 



Conspiracy theories. 

Police have obtained a 
journal and videos of 
Myron May that detail 
his thoughts of being 
targeted for persecution 


A Florida State University 
alumnus and attorney who 
shot three people at the 
school’s library early Thurs¬ 
day believed the govern¬ 
ment was targeting him for 
persecution, detailing his 
thoughts in a journal and in 
videos detectives obtained, 
authorities said. 

Officers fatally shot 
31-year-old Myron May dur¬ 
ing an exchange outside the 
libraiy at about 12:30 a.m. 

May reloaded at least once 
and tried to enter the libraiy, 
where 300 or more students 
were studying but was blocked 
by lobby security barriers that 


permit only students and staff 
inside, Tallahassee Police Chief 
Michael DeLeo said. 

The shooting sent students 
scrambling for cover in the 


book aisles and barricading 
themselves in with desks amid 
screams from classmates. 

One person is in critical con¬ 
dition and one is in good con¬ 


dition at a local hospital, while 
the third was released. 

May’s Faceboolc page shows 
he posted mostly Bible verses 
and links to conspiracy theories 


about the government reading 
people’s minds. 

According to a Las Cruces, 
New Mexico, police report last 
month, May was a subject of a 
harassment complaint after a 
former girlfriend called to re¬ 
port he came to her home un¬ 
invited and claimed police were 
bugging his house and car. 

The report also said May re¬ 
cently quit his job and was on 
medication. 

No charges were filed. 

Abigail Taunton, who runs 
a foster home, told the Associ¬ 
ated Press that May was staying 
at a guest house she owns. She 
said she had known him since 
he was about 14 and that he ran 
cross country with her kids and 
stayed at her house a lot. 

She said he lived with his 
grandmother after coming 
out of a “bad situation” with 
his parents. 

“My heart’s broken. In a 
million years I wouldn’t have 
thought he’d do something like

Swedish appeals court 


Detention orderfor 
Assange remains 

A Swedish appeals court up¬ 
held the detention order on 
Julian Assange on Thursday, 
dismissing a challenge by 
the WikiLeaks founder who 
is wanted by prosecutors in 
an investigation of alleged 
sex crimes. 

Confirming a ruling by 
a lower court, the Svea ap¬ 
peals court said there is no 
reason to lift the detention 
order just because it can’t 
be enforced at the moment. 

Assange has avoided 
being extradited to Sweden 
by taking shelter in the 
Ecuadorean Embassy in 
London since 2012. 

The court also criticized 
the prosecutors, who have 
declined Assange’s offer to 
be questioned in London, 
for not considering “alterna¬ 
tive avenues” to move the 
investigation forward. 

Assange hasn’t been for¬ 
mally indicted in Sweden, 
but is wanted for question¬ 
ing by police about allega¬ 
tions of sexual misconduct 
and rape involving two 
women in 2010.

Russian hackers easily 
swipe personal videos 



Online security. Russian 
Hackers targeted baby 
monitors, webcams 
and personal security 
cameras and uploaded 
the footage to a website 


For Russian hackers, it’s as 
easy as 1-2-3-4. 

That’s among the simple 
manufacturer passwords 
that have been exploited to 
swipe personal video from 
computers in more than 100 
countries, including Canada, 
and post the footage on a 
Russian website, accord¬ 
ing to Britain’s information 
commission. 

The hackers have been 
targeting baby monitors, 
webcams, and personal se¬ 
curity cameras, uploading 
the footage to a site author¬ 
ities have declined to iden¬ 
tify for fear of driving traffic 
its way. 

A child playing in 
Bucheon, South Korea, and 
an empty crib in Absecon, 
N.J., are among the video im¬ 
ages that have appeared on 
the website, Britain’s Infor¬ 
mation Commissioner’s Of¬ 
fice said Thursday. 

The hackers have posted 
footage from bedrooms, of¬ 
fice buildings, shops, laun¬ 
dromats, stables and barns, 
the agency said. 

Canada’s Privacy Com¬ 
missioner could not immedi¬ 
ately say how many Can¬ 
adians have been targeted, 
or how they have been af¬ 
fected, but spokeswoman 
Anne-Marie Hayden said the 
commission was trying to 
get the hacked images taken 
off the website. 

“We’ve been in touch 
with, and are now work¬ 
ing with, our international 
counterparts on this issue,” 
she said in an email. 

“We fully support UK In¬ 
formation Commissioner 


Hong Kong 


Authorities in Hong Kong were 
the first to be alerted to the 
site, he added, before passing 
on what they knew to their 
Australian counterparts, who 
informed Canada’s Privacy 
Commissioner. 


• “It was initially Hong Kong 
— Hong Kong to Australia, 


Christopher Graham’s call 
for Russian authorities to 
take immediate action to 
take down the site.” 

“As well, we plan to reach 
out to web camera makers to 
discuss the issue of defaults 
and webcams with remote 
access capabilities,” she 
added.

• British authorities think 
the site may be hosted by 
a company with ties to the 
U.S., and are working with 
officials in that country to 
confirm. 


“We would also urge any¬ 
one with a webcam in their 
home or business to ensure 
that they take steps to secure 
the camera — make sure you 
are not using the factory de¬ 
fault password.” 

The hackers have preyed 
on IP cameras, which let users 
remotely monitor footage via a 


web address, said Greg Jones, 
spokesman for the U.K.’s Infor¬ 
mation Commissioner. 

To stream the live video, 
users must enter a password, 
and they often use the sim¬ 
ple default code provided 
by the manufacturer: Com¬ 
binations such as “pass” or 
“1234.” 

To beef up their security, 
people should use passwords 
with a combination of up¬ 
per- and lower-case letters, 
numbers, and characters 
like ampersands and plus 
signs. 

“If you were to change 
your password from a de¬ 
fault password, (your foot¬ 
age) would disappear off the 
site shortly afterward,” Jones 
said.

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Pipeline protesters arrested in B.C. 


Burnaby, B.C 

RCMP arrested people, 
enforcing a court order 
to clear the area 


Scuffles broke out as dozens 
of RCMP officers, shoulder 
to shoulder, formed a line to 
push protesters away from 
an area near Vancouver that 
a B.C. Supreme Court has or¬ 
dered cleared. 

An officer using a loud¬ 
speaker repeatedly ordered 
protesters to move about 
100 metres up the road in 
a conservation area of Bur¬ 
naby Mountain away from 
where Kinder Morgan sur¬ 
vey crews would be working. 

One middle-aged woman 
who was in front of the 
moving line of officers was 
tossed to the ground behind 
police and was quickly ar¬ 
rested. 

“Hey, that’s violence,” a 
protester yelled at police as 
the woman slammed on to 
the road. Other protesters 
yelled obscenities at officers. 

What had been a peaceful 
protest, and a series of un¬ 
eventful arrests early Thurs¬ 
day, became aggressive as

officers ordered the crowd 
of over 100 chanting demon¬ 
strators to move back. 

RCMP moved into the 
anti-pipeline encampment 
earlier in the day, arresting 
at least 14 people for violat¬ 
ing the injunction ordering 
protesters to clear out so 
crews can do their work for 
the expansion of the Trans 
Mountain pipeline. 

Police said many of those 
arrested were released on 
the condition that they no 
longer interfere, obstruct or 
impede survey crews. 

John 
Buis said the remaining pro¬ 
testers were being processed 
at the scene and would also 
be released if as long as they 
agreed to abide by the court 
order, the Canadian press

Yahoo will supplant Google’s 
search engine on Firefox’s Web 
browser in the U.S., signalling 
Yahoo’s resolve to regain some 
of the ground that it has lost in 
the most lucrative part of the 
Internet’s ad market. 

The five-year alliance an¬ 
nounced Wednesday will end 
a decade-old partnership in the 
U.S. between Google Inc. and 
the Mozilla Foundation, which 
oversees the Firefox browser. 
The tensions between Google 
and Mozilla had been rising 
since Google’s introduction of 
the Chrome browser in 2008 
began to undercut Firefox. 
Google’s current contract with 
Mozilla expires at the end of 
this month, opening an oppor¬ 
tunity for Yahoo to pounce. 

Even though Chrome is 
now more widely used, Firefox

still has a loyal audience that 
makes more than 100 billion 
worldwide search requests an¬ 
nually. 

Yahoo is hoping to impress 
Firefox users as it sets out to 
prove that it’s still adept at 
Internet search. The Sunny¬ 
vale, Calif., company leaned 
on Microsoft’s technology for 
most of the results on its own 
website for the past four years. 

Financial details of Yahoo’s 
Firefox contract weren’t dis¬ 
closed. In a blog post, Mozilla 


CEO Chris Beard said the new 
deal offers “strong, improved 
economic terms” while al¬ 
lowing Mozilla “to innovate 
and advance our mission in 
ways that best serve our users 
and the Web.” 

Besides dropping Google in 
the U.S., Mozilla is also shift¬ 
ing Firefox to Baidu’s search 
engine in China and Yandex 
in Russia. Firefox users still 
have the option to pull down 
a tab to pick Google and other 
search engines as their pre¬ 
ferred way for looking up in¬ 
formation online. 

Yahoo Inc. CEO Marissa 
Mayer, a former Google execu¬ 
tive, hailed the Firefox agree¬ 
ment as Yahoo’s most signifi¬ 
cant partnership since forging 
the Microsoft deal in 2009.

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MEN’S RIGHTS * * MISOGYNY 


In a country that often shines the spotlight on women’s rights, is there a place for centres — like one opened this week in Toronto — dedicated to men’s issues, or do their values 
run counter to feminism? Metro's Rosemary Westwood argues that gender rights can’t exist without men in the conversation, even if they're advocating on their own behalf.

No good will come of using 
men as props in the fight for 
gender equality. 

That’s why the city—and 
country—needs a men’s cen¬ 
tre. 

The new Canadian Centre 
for Men and Families — 
which offers workshops, sup¬ 
port groups and counselling 
for boys, men and fathers — 
has been criticized for al¬ 
legedly misrepresenting it¬ 
self and holding anti-femin¬ 
ist views. But a men’s centre 
of some kind could provide 
exactly what feminists and 
women’s advocates have 
been calling for: more people 
of both genders taking re¬ 
sponsibility for inequality 
and seeking solutions. 

Yes, men still have many 
of the hallmarks of privilege. 
They make more money than 
women. They are vastly over¬ 
represented in politics and 
business. And yes, men are 
also in large part the perpe¬ 
trators of violence (four 


times out of five, according 
to Statistics Canada). 

But men are increasingly 
arguing that women aren’t 
the only ones hurt by the 
gender divide. And they’re 
right. 

Current ideas of mascu¬ 
linity are toxic for both gen¬ 
ders. The suicide rate for men 
is roughly three times that 
for women. 

They face issues related to 
custody and divorce, as well 
as body image (boys as young 
as 10 are reportedly becom¬ 
ing obsessed with building 
muscles). Men are also about 
as likely as women to be the 
victims of violence. 

And they can be victims 
of sexualized violence, too. 

I’ll even quote the infam¬ 
ous Warren Farrell, dubbed 
the father of the so-called 
men’s rights movement, 
whose work is referenced by 
the Canadian Centre for Men 
and Families: 

“We need to know not on¬ 
ly why are our sons commit¬ 
ting suicide, but also why are 
our sons much more likely to 
be the ones to shoot up 


schools?” he asked on NPR. 
“We’re all in jeopardy if we 
don’t pay attention to the 
cries of pain and isolation 
and alienation that are hap¬ 
pening among our sons.” 

That’s what makes groups 
such as WizeGuys so awe¬ 
some. The sexual education 
group in Alberta sees men 
educating boys not just on 
their bodies, sexual health, 
and issues of consent, but al¬ 
so on howto build empathy 
and on “the connection be¬ 
tween masculinity and male 
norms, sexuality and vio¬ 
lence.” 

What if we had a national 
centre that housed the de¬ 
bate, research, policy-mak¬ 
ing and educational resour¬ 
ces to open up that conversa¬ 
tion? 

Wouldn’t that make men 
responsible for solutions to 
problems such as sexual vio¬ 
lence — exactly what we 
feminists have been calling 
for? 

Women’s issues have 
(rightly) taken centre stage. 
But it’s time to share the 
spotlight.

When the Canadian Centre for 
Men and Families opened in 
Toronto this week, it wasn’t 
without controversy. 


• Opponents worry groups like 
these bring together people 
with misogynistic beliefs who 
blame women and feminists 
for all of their problems. 


• The Canadian Association 
for Equality (CAFE), for 
example, has been a magnet 
for controversy and a target 
for protest and criticism. It 
reached a peak in Novem¬ 
ber 2012, when a talk by 
controversial author Warren 
Farrell was the scene of loud 
protests by about 100 people 
from feminist and left-wing 
groups. 


• Critics have also accused the 
group of links to the website 
A Voice For Men, which is 
perceived as condoning 
violence. CAFE’s director has 
denied any link. 


Great expectations: When your tweets precede you

There’s no better feeling than 
feeling known. It really is the 
warmest human pleasure, to 
be called out or identified or 
teased or even criticized in 
some way that demonstrates 
another person’s sense of who 
— how — you are, for better 
or worse. “They just get me,” 
we say about a new love or a 
friend or some other person 
who, not “as if’ by magic, 
but really by magic, seems to 
understand us in the way we 


want and maybe even need to 
be understood. 

That’s why being known 
the wrong way is totally, singu¬ 
larly devastating: Being mis¬ 
understood by someone who 
thinks they really got it, but in 
fact was just making assump¬ 
tions, or demonstrating their 
expectations, feels so much 
worse than being ignored. 

It’s so common, and so con¬ 
stant, though, because decid¬ 
ing that someone is some way 
based on a few easy, obvious, 
quick facts requires almost no 
effort of imagination or emo¬ 


tional labour. 

I’ve found that acquaint¬ 
ances in real life and online— 
with good intentions and bad 
—feel just fine asking me way- 
too-personal questions be¬ 
cause I’m a writer and have 
shared a lot about myself, both 
artificially and earnestly, in 
newspapers and magazines; 
it’s as if I owe them some piece 
of my privacy. 

I write often about rela¬ 
tionships —but never mention 
who or if I’m dating—which 
has meant that readers assume 
it’s chill to email me aggres¬ 


sively flirtatious stuff, because 
they assume I’m into it. (No.) 

It’s a particular kind of 
rudeness, really, that we just 
accept from each other, and it’s 
actually getting to be a lot of 
people’s problem, more and 
more, as social media estab¬ 
lishes and asserts itself as a 
half-real part of our identities. 

Using an online or social- 
media persona as a meaning¬ 
ful indication of someone 
else’s life and brain and feel¬ 
ings is almost unavoidable— 
too easy, too obvious, too fast 
—when there is so much stuff 


there to go on, and so much of 
it apparently personal, appar¬ 
ently insistent. It’s defensive, 
maybe: Let a Faceboolc page do 
the hard, confusing work of 
getting to know someone, of 
getting close, even if it means 
missing the point. See? Rude. 

These great, stupid expect¬ 
ations are, more generally, life- 
ruiners: Almost every problem 
can be attributed to an as¬ 
sumption or an expectation, to 
thinking we’re owed some¬ 
thing, we deserve something, 
we’re right about something. 
Or, someone. Being mistaken 


for the person I am in my writ¬ 
ing or online has shown me on 
a near-constant basis how 
much people take for granted 
about each other, and in gener¬ 
al. 

As culture “flattens” be¬ 
yond our obvious demograph¬ 
ics and lifestyles, and our indi¬ 
vidual differences become 
more nuanced and acute, it 
should follow that we assume 
and expect less of each other, 
accept possibility and surprise, 
and let people reveal them¬ 
selves slowly, subtly—and get 
to reveal ourselves, too.

Mockingjay, Part 1 . 
Hunger Games’ theme 
of humans hunting 
each other to entertain 
the rich and powerful 
is a well-worn premise 
in books and movies 


Since the release of the first 
Hunger Games novel in 
2008, literary sleuths have 
picked it apart, searching 
for connections to other 
books and films. 

The scrutiny increased 
when the first film in the 
tetralogy set records for the 
biggest opening weekend 
for a non-sequel in 2013, and 
continues unabated with the 
release of this weekend’s 
The Hunger Games: Mock¬ 
ingjay, Part 1. 

Based on Suzanne Col¬ 
lins’s mega-successful series, 
the movies are set in a dys¬ 
topian world ruled by a fas¬ 
cist-style president (Donald 
Sutherland) who presides 
over The Hunger Games, a 
televised battle-to-the-death 
between 24 young players, 
two from each of the coun¬ 
try’s districts, including 
Katniss Everdeen (Jennifer 
Lawrence) and Peeta Mellarlc 
(Josh Hutcherson). 

The series draws on 
things we’ve seen before, in 
everything from the human 
sacrifices of Greek mythol¬ 
ogy or Survivor-style tele¬ 
vision shows to news stories 
of government corruption to 
create a world with its own 
rules, style and customs. 

The most often-cited in¬ 
fluence is Battle Royale, a 
2000 Japanese movie based 
on a book by Koushun Talca- 
mi. Like The Hunger Games,

Mockingjay, Part 1 ups the 
stakes considerably from 
the last film in the series, 
putting several big ideas 
into motion.

Battle Royale’s DVD box 
set even included a quote 
from a critic suggesting 
there’d be no Hunger Games 
without the Japanese film. 
“This is the movie that start¬ 
ed it all,” it reads. 

Hunger fans were quick 
to point out differences in 
the two films. 

The Japanese movie is 
about survival, they said, 
while Collins wrote about 
revolution. The author re¬ 
vealed her main influences 
were reality television and 
the Iraq war. 

“I had never heard of that 
book or that author until 
my book was turned in,” she 
told the New York Times. 

It’s worth noting that the 
idea of humans being preyed 
upon for the entertainment 
of the upper classes dates 
back at least as far as 1932’s 
The Most Dangerous Game. 

The story of a big-game 
hunter who tracks humans 
for sport on an isolated is¬ 
land is based on a Richard 
Connell short story that also 
loosely inspired episodes of 
everything from Gilligan’s 
Island to Lost in Space. 

Since then, Norman 
Jewison’s Rollerball, Roger 
Corman’s Deathrace 2000 
(and its 2008 Jason Statham 
remake) and The Running 
Man have mined similar ter¬ 
ritory. 

As for the author who 
wrote Battle Royale, he gave 
ABC News a very diplomatic 
answer when asked about 
the similarities between the 
two stories. 

“I think every novel has 
something to offer,” he said. 

“If readers find value in 
either book, that’s all an au¬ 
thor can ask for.”

Mike Nichols — a director of matchless versatility who brought fierce wit, caustic social commentary and wicked absurdity to film, TV and stage hits — 
has died at 83. Married to ABCs Diane Sawyer, he started as a standup performer in a groundbreaking comedy duo with Elaine May, 
and went on to a career that spanned more than 50 years, winning an Academy Award, a Grammy and multiple Tony and Emmy honours.

Newcomers. As battle 
shifts from game to 
the real world, Katniss 
needs some help 


The last time we saw Katniss 
Everdeen, the bow-and- 
arrow-wielding hero of The 
Hunger Games, she had just 
escaped the Quarter Quell (a 
special anniversaiy edition 
of the Games that featured 
victors from previous years). 

After destroying the 
Games arena and being 
airlifted to safety, Katniss 
learns that her mentor, 
Haymitch Abernathy, the 
Head Gamemaker, Plutarch 
Heavensbee, and many of 
her closest friends and allies 
have all helped orchestrate a 
plan to take down President 
Snow’s government. 

The leaders of this 
rebellion want her to be the 
poster child for the cause. 

In case she needs extra con¬ 
vincing, she’s told that Peeta 
is imprisoned in the Capitol 
and that her home, District 
12, has been destroyed by 
firebombs. 

Needless to say, in The 
Hunger Games: Mockingjay, 
Part 1, Katniss is on the war¬ 
path. When she discovers 
that Peeta has been brain¬ 
washed to support the Cap¬ 
itol’s fight against the rebels, 
this only fuels her desire to 
defeat President Snow once 
and for all. And this time, 
she’ll have some help. 

Here’s a brief introduc¬ 
tion to some of the new 
characters who will join 
Katniss and the rebellion. 


President Alma Coin 
(Julianne Moore) 

For those a little foggy on the histoiy of 
Panem, the districts waged a war against 
the Capitol 75 years ago and lost. As 
punishment, District 13 was bombed into 
oblivion — or so we thought. As we learn 
at the end of Catching Fire, District 13 
still exists, but its citizens now live deep 
underground. President Alma Coin is not 
only the leader of District 13 but also of 
the insurrection against the Capitol. Her 
subterranean facility serves as the rebels’ 
home base. As her sleek grey hair, crisp 
grey uniform and cold grey eyes suggest, 
Coin is stern. She runs her district like 
a militaiy boarding school. Its citizens 
adhere to strict schedules, have assigned 
daily duties, and train for future attacks. 
Coin is not to be messed with — some¬ 
thing Katniss may soon figure out for 
herself. 




Boggs 

(MahershalaAli) 

Boggs is President Coin’s right-hand man. 
Like most District 13ers, he seems cold and 
robotic when we first meet him — but that’s 
probably due to the years of rigorous train¬ 
ing, controlled diet and an altogether dull 
lifestyle that’s enforced by Coin’s administra¬ 
tion. When Katniss joins the rebellion, Boggs 
is assigned to be her personal bodyguard and 
we quickly learn that he’s not so stiff. He’s 
actually kind, smart and very protective of 
Katniss, all qualities that will probably be 
beneficial to her when they head into battle 
together. 


Cressida 

(Natalie Dormer) 

A native of the Capitol, Cressida is the 
director of a film crew assigned to follow 
Katniss, a.lc.a. the Mockingjay, as they 
film propaganda to support the 
rebellion. As you can tell by her punk 
hairdo — half her head is shaved and 
tattooed with vines — Cressida is not 
frilly or delicate like most of her Capitol 
compatriots. She and her team will 
follow Katniss into war zones without 
blinking an eye. She’s a true 
professional, always looking to get the 
best footage for her rebel employers, but 
she’s also a firm believer in the cause. 
She tells Katniss early on that she wasn’t 
poached by Plutarch to do a job, she 
chose to leave the Capitol and join the 
fight against Snow.

At a recent media event 
with other Hunger Games ac¬

She’s asked about the politics 
of the series, especially the 
depiction of revolution from 
within the rebel bunker, led by 
the vaguely sinister President 
Coin. 

“Katniss is representing 
the consequences of war,” she 
says. “It’s not that she doesn’t 
believe in what President Coin 
wants. It’s not that she doesn’t 
believe the Capitol is a terrible 
government that’s only good 
for the 1 per cent. But war is 
complicated. It affects every¬ 
one on both sides. There’s no 
right way to start or end a war. 
I don’t know.” 

Another cast member, Nat¬ 
alie Dormer, tries to summar¬ 
ize Lawrence’s world view. 

“Jen was saying that Katniss 
doesn’t have any ego. Neither 
does Jennifer Lawrence,” Dor¬ 
mer says. “Jen has a reputation 
as a role model. So does Katniss 
Everdeen. But (Lawrence) can’t 
comment on that reputation 
herself, because by her veiy na¬ 
ture, she wouldn’t.”

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It was a cruel summer at the box office — but why? 



Ticket sales. Record- 
low revenues have 
been blamed on 
fewer big films, 
binge-watching TV

Words like “disappointing” 
and “dismal” among others 
beginning with the letter “d” 
have been used to describe the 
summer’s box office yield. 

In movieland, the summer 
season is defined as the first Fri¬ 
day in May through Labour Day 
Weekend, a period that, this 
passed summer, saw box office 
revenues fall to an eight-year 
low, down 15 per cent from 
2013, according to recently re¬ 
leased stats. 

There were some veiy big 
hits — Guardians of the Gal¬ 
axy, and Transformers: Age of 
Extinction — but even their 
multi-million dollar grosses 
weren’t enough to compete 
with last year’s $4.75 billion 
overall take. 

“We’ve seen this before,” 


says Michael Kennedy, execu¬ 
tive vice president, filmed 
entertainment at Cineplex. 
“Right now, eveiybody’s bin¬ 
ging. After a while they will get 
tired of binge-watching TV and 
say, ‘I’m really tired of being in 
my house. I want to go out.’” 

Kennedy adds that the sum¬ 
mer slump could also be at¬ 
tributed to several high-profile 
absences. 

“Pixar was originally sched¬ 
uled to go in the summer with 
a film that got moved back, and 
Fast and Furious was supposed 
to go but after Paul Walker’s 
accident they moved the movie 
back and nobody replaced it. 
One or two movies move and 
millions disappear.” 

So how does it work? How 
do studios and distributors 
determine a release sched¬ 
ule? Danish Vahidy, Mongrel 
Media’s director of marketing, 
says studios put “down the 
tent pole for flagship proper¬ 
ties one, two or sometimes 
three years in advance. With 
the success of sequels, studios 
feel more secure planning in 
advance for franchises rather 
than an unknown entity.” 

That means the wannabe 
blockbusters from this sum¬ 


mer — the X-Men, Godzilla and 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles 
et al — probably had release 
dates attached to them before 
Prince William walked Cather¬ 
ine Middleton down the aisle. 

Kennedy says counterpro¬ 
gramming is one of the keys. 

“They look at what eveiy- 


body else does and if they see a 
Fast and Furious sitting on the 
second week of July and they 
have an action movie, they’re 
staying away from that week¬ 
end.” 

Mongrel Media took a risk 
and counterprogrammed a 
movie that went on to be¬ 


come one of their biggest hits 
of the summer. “Boyhood was 
released in July as the sum¬ 
mertime nicely captured the 
notion of childhood set in the 
film,” Vahidy says. 

“It was also a great way to 
counter program with the 
Hollywood blockbusters and 


offer movie goers a smart ori¬ 
ginal film as an option.” 

The critically acclaimed 
film was aimed at a different 
audience than the other two 
big releases that week, Dis¬ 
ney’s kid friendly Planes and 
the raunchy Cameron Diaz 
comedy Sex Tape. 

“That move paid off for us 
as Boyhood is one of our most 
successful releases ever with 
a theatrical box-office of over 
$2.3 million in Canada and 
growing.” 

So why didn’t it work for 
the big releases this summer? 
Suggested reasons for the 
downturn range from a lack of 
family movies, which tradition¬ 
ally pull in big numbers, too 
many sequels and superhero 
movies and even divided atten¬ 
tion from the World Cup. 

Kennedy adds one more 
reason: “Eveiybody has busy 
lives,” he says. 

“The one thing we’ve al¬ 
ways found is that people al¬ 
ways come back. It’s not the 
price of the movie ticket or the 
popcorn — it’s putting aside 
the time to go. People want to 
go out and we offer the most 
affordable out-of-home experi¬ 
ence there is.”

Oscars for sale. The 
auction of film’s most 
coveted trophies is 
controversial, but it 
doesn't stop the deals 


’Tis the season when many 
stars are preparing for months- 
long campaigns with the dis¬ 
tant hope of bringing home an 
Academy Award come Febru¬ 
ary. 

But winning isn’t the only 
way to snag one of the coveted 
statuettes. Enthusiastic col¬ 
lectors with several hundred 
thousand to spare can achieve 
Oscar gloiy at the right auc¬ 
tion house. And they could do 
it next as soon as this weekend. 

The latest prize to go under 
the hammer is James Cagney’s 
1942 best actor Oscar for his 
role in Yankee Doodle Dandy. 
Auctioneer Nate D. Sanders 
has required an $800,000 min¬ 
imum bid for the trophy, which 
they predict could sell for up¬ 
ward of $1 million by the time 
the auction closes Thursday 
night. 

“It’s the most prestigious Os¬ 
car to hit the market in recent 
years,” says Sam Heller, a rep¬ 
resentative of Nate D. Sanders. 
For one, he notes, there hasn’t 
been a best actor Oscar avail¬ 
able in two decades. 

The scarcity of Oscars for 
purchase isn’t an accident. His¬ 
torically, the Academy of Mo¬ 
tion Picture Arts and Sciences 
has not looked kindly on the 
free market sale of the prize. 


“The academy, its members 
and the many film artists and 
craftspeople who’ve won Acad¬ 
emy Awards believe strongly 
that Oscars should be won, not 
purchased,” the academy said 
in a statement to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “Unfortunately, de¬ 
spite our objections, we don’t 
have the legal means of stop¬ 
ping the sale of certain statu¬ 
ettes, including this one.” 

In an effort to combat the 
sale of awards by winners or 
their estates, the motion pic¬ 
ture academy instituted a rule 
in 1951 that requires those 


seeking to sell their Oscars to 
first offer it to the academy to 
purchase for $1. That means 
that any award won before 
1951 is, for the most part, fair 
game. 

“It really feeds the fire for 
collectors. Even on the black 
market,” says Julien’s Auctions 
President and CEO Darren Ju- 
lien of the legal restrictions. Ju- 
lien has sold Oscars for auction 
in the past, but his relation¬ 
ship with the academy is para¬ 
mount. “We seek their permis¬ 
sion before we sell something,” 
he says, the associated press

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Reality television gets 
real, goes with scripts 



Television. Networks 
known for unscripted 
programming make a 
radical shift to new fare 


Can a zebra change its stripes? 
Not likely. But these days num¬ 
erous reality-based networks 
are sporting new stripes in the 
form of scripted fare as they 
move to stretch their brand 
and freshen their look. 

• TruTV last month added 
several scripted series to the 
mix, including the sketch- 
comedy show Friends of the 
People. 

• Animal Planet is in the 
scripted swim with The Whale: 
Revenge From the Deep, a 
drama special premiering 
Nov. 26 starring Martin Sheen. 
This isn’t the network’s first 
scripted program (maybe you 
recall Mermaids a few years 
ago), but now it’s poised to 
go even further with scripted 
series as well: An adaptation 
of the popular zombie animal 
graphic novel The Other Dead 
is targeted for early 2016. 

• Dec. 2 marks the pre¬ 
miere of Girlfriends’ Guide to 
Divorce, Bravo’s first original 
scripted series, with stars in¬ 
cluding Lisa Edelstein (House) 
and Paul Adelstein (Private 
Practice). It will be followed 
next year by a half-hour com¬ 
edy Odd Mom Out. 

• E! has announced its first 
scripted drama series, The Roy¬ 
als, exposing “the upstairs and 
downstairs lives of a fictional 
royal family set in modern-day 
London,” according to the net¬ 
work. It premieres in March. 

• WeTV dipped its toe into

scripted series this summer 
with its legal drama The Div¬ 
ide. 

• SundanceTV launched its 
first drama series, Rectify, last 
year, with several others airing 
since. 

• History successfully en¬ 
tered scripted television two 
years ago with The Vikings, 
then struck more ratings gold 
with its Hatfields & McCoys 
and The Bible miniseries. 

In summary, one way for a 
network to secure its turf is by 


advancing into others’. 

That’s a logical response 
to the battle that niche net¬ 
works now find themselves 
waging, says Bravo’s senior 
vice-president of development, 
Lara Spotts, who speaks of “a 
Hunger Games-ian environ¬ 
ment. There are so many 
choices for viewers that you 
have to find new ways to deal 
with your rivals.” 

Marjorie Kaplan, who as 
Discovery group president 
oversees Animal Planet, agrees: 

“When you look at the cre¬ 
ative landscape and you see the 
audience’s interest in scripted, 
you can’t not ask yourself, ‘Is 
there something we could be 
doing there?”’ 

Not only does scripted rep¬ 
resent a promised land for 
boosting audience interest, 
it’s bursting with creativity at 
a time when reality is “a little 


bit dull, a little bit stagnant,” 
says truTV’s president and pro¬ 
gramming boss, Chris Linn. 

Truth may be stranger than 
fiction, but capturing truth on 
camera — and making it look 
real — is often easier in a fic¬ 
tional form. 

“You can really up the ante 
and up the fun in ways you 
can’t always do with reality,” 
says Jeff Olde, E!’s executive 
vice-president of programming 
and development. E! special¬ 
izes in celebrity and glamour, 
and its audience demands ever 
more access to those lumin¬ 
aries — the sort of access that 
would be off-limits from Brit¬ 
ain’s real-fife royals, but, with 
actors subbing for them, will 
be guaranteed in the forthcom¬ 
ing scripted The Royals. 

“With scripted,” says Olde, 
“no one says ‘No.’”

The WE television network is 
offering prizes to people who 
watch, as long as they watch 
promptly. 

The network said it is start¬ 
ing an experiment this week 
where people who prove they 
watched its Thursday night epi¬ 
sode of Tamar & Vince either 
live or within three days will 
be eligible to win a bag of show 
memorabilia and, ultimately, a 
home entertainment system. 


The incentive, believed to 
be the first in the TV industry, 
indicates the value of timely 
viewing. Advertising rates are 
based on watching programs 
either live or within three days 
on digital video recorders or on 
demand services. 

Marc Juris, WE TV president, 
also wants people to watch 
live to encourage social media 
conversations around the net¬ 
work’s programming.

• 11/2 cups (375 ml) potatoes,

• l cup (250 ml) 35% cream 

• l cup (250 ml) corn kernels, 
fresh or frozen 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) chopped 
parsley

position, preheat the oven to 
350 F (180 C). 

2. Cut each squash in half hori¬ 
zontally to form four bowls. 
With a spoon, scrape out the 
seeds until the inner surface is 
smooth. If the top of the squash 
is shallower, scrape off more 
flesh. With a knife, score the 
flesh in a crisscross manner 
eveiy 1 inch (2.5 cm) without 
piercing the skin. 

3. Brush with the oil and vin¬ 
egar. Season with salt and pep¬ 


per. Place 2 slices of bacon into 
each squash half. Place on a 
baking sheet. Bake for about 1 
hour and 30 minutes or until 
the flesh is tender and the 
bacon is crispy. Remove the 
bacon and keep aside. 

Chicken and Corn Chowder 

1. In a saucepan, brown the 
onion and celeiy in the butter. 
Add the chicken and saute until 
golden brown. Add the garlic 
and cook for 1 minute. Sprinkle 
with the flour and cook for 1 
minute, stirring constantly. 


2. Add broth, potatoes and 
cream. Bring to boil, stirring 
continuously. Simmer gently 
15 minutes or until the pota¬ 
toes are tender. Add com and 
cook 5 minutes. Add the pars¬ 
ley and adjust the seasoning. 

3. Ladle the chowder into the 
squash and garnish with the 
bacon slices.

Stop Jon Cornish. 

That will be both a primaiy 
focus of the Edmonton Eskimos 
on Sunday and also their big¬ 
gest challenge in their attempt 
to beat the Calgaiy Stampeders 
in the CFL West final and earn a 
berth in the Grey Cup. 

The Stampeders running 
back led the league in rushing 
with 1,082 yards while playing 
just nine games. Two of those 
games were against the Es¬ 
kimos and he ran for 272 yards 
in back-to-back Calgaiy victor¬ 
ies in September. 

“We want to stop him 
because their offence does 
evolve around him most of the 
time,” Edmonton’s six-foot-six, 
234-pound defensive end Willie 
Jefferson said after the team’s 
closed practice Thursday. 

“We have to slow him down, 
make them tiy to find another 
way to win the game without 
him.” 

But, he admitted, a “lot 
of things are easier said than 
done” and the Eskimos defence 
has to do a better job of tackling 
Cornish then they did in the 
previous two games. 

Edmonton head coach Chris 
Jones — a former Calgaiy assist¬ 
ant — said stopping Cornish 
begins with his players staying 
in their proper gaps and lend¬ 
ing support. 

“He gets his pads turned 
north and south and we have to 
make sure, once he gets turned 
north and south you have to 
get a hand on him and get 
some help,” Jones said. “He’s 
a big back; he’s going to break 
tacldes so we have to do a great

job of getting a lot of people 
there.” 

The Eskimos lost all three 


games to Calgaiy this season. In 
their back-to-back Labour Day 
losses Edmonton was without 
quarterback Mike Reilly and, 
as of Thursday, Jones wasn’t 
prepared to declare him the 
starter. 

Reilly missed the final regu¬ 
lar-season game with a foot in- 
juiy and came on in the second 
half of Edmonton’s 18-10 semi¬ 
final win over Saskatchewan 
last weekend. 

Jones said he “looked aw¬ 
fully good today.” 

Linebacker Dexter McCoil, 
the West’s outstanding rookie, 
missed Thursday’s practice to 
attend to a family matter but 
Jones said he was expected back 
in time for Friday’s practice. 

While Cornish is a focus 
of the Edmonton defence, the 
Eskimos are confident their 
running back, John White, will 


match Cornish on Sunday. 

“Best running back in the 
league,” said Jefferson. “Quick 
feet, likes to be aggressive, 
when our offence is on the field 
all eyes are on him.” 

White, who also played only 
nine games, finished third in 
rushing with 852 yards but was 
second to Cornish (7.8 yards) in 
yards per rush at 6.9. Edmonton 
finished second to Calgaiy in 
rushing yards per game (143.9 
to 129.4) but ahead of them in 
total offence per game (382.6 
yards to 378.9). 

“He’s a tremendous blocker, 
both in the pocket and outside 
the pocket,” Jones said of White 
who ran for 134 yards against 
the Roughriders. “He’s veiy 
hard to tackle, he’s elusive, he 
breaks a lot of tackles and he’s 
a lot stronger than you think 
he is.”

Jon Cornish will be a 
focal point on Sunday, 
but Calgary also beat 
Edmonton 26-22 at Com- 
monweath Stadium on 
July 24 without last year’s 
CFL outstanding player. 

The Stampeders were 
3-0 against their provin¬ 
cial rivals and accounted 
for half of the Eskimos’ 
regular-season losses 
while posting a CFL-best 
15-3 record. 

Edmonton also runs 
the ball well, finishing 
second behind Calgaiy 
(136.6 yards per game). 
Running back John White 
(852 yards) was second 
overall behind Cornish. 

Rarely this season 
have the Stampeders 
beat themselves. They’ve 
recorded a league-low 
29 turnovers and are 
the CFL’s least penalized 
team. By comparison, Ed¬ 
monton had 41 turnovers 
(fourth-most) and led the 
CFL in penalty yards. 

But since winning the 
’08 Grey Cup, the Stam¬ 
peders have a 3-4 playoff 
record.

Happy where he is. 

Former CFL coach has 
no plans to return to the 
league he was fired from 


Danny Maciocia is in no hurry 
to get back into coaching in 
the Canadian Football League. 

The 47-year-old who took 
the Edmonton Eskimos to a 
Grey Cup in 2005 is quite con¬ 
tent with his current job as 
head coach of the University of 
Montreal Carabins. 

His team ended the mighty 
Laval Rouge et Or’s 11-year 
reign as Quebec conference 


champions and a two-year run 
of national titles in Canadian 
Interuniversity Sport football 
with a 12-9 overtime victory in 
Quebec City last weekend. 

Now the Carabins are two 
wins away from a first Vanier 
Cup title. It starts Saturday 
when they play host to the 
Manitoba Bisons in the Uteclc 
Bowl, with the winner advan¬ 
cing to the Vanier Cup game 
Nov. 29 at Percival Molson Sta¬ 
dium. 

“I’ve had certain opportun¬ 
ities (to coach in the CFL) the 
last couple of years,” Maciocia 
said Thursday. “I kept them 
hush-hush because I didn’t 
want it out there. It could have 


affected recruiting here. 

“But I’m happy here. Hon¬ 
estly, I have one of the best 
jobs in Canada. I get to do it in 
my own backyard, at an insti¬ 
tution with a strong reputation 
for academics and that is veiy 
encouraging and supportive of 
their sports teams. You never 
want to say never, but you’d 
have think about it real well 
before you pack up and get 
back into that rat race because 
this is a pretty unique job.” 

The Montreal native’s CFL 
career started as a volunteer 
coach with the Montreal Alou- 
ettes in 1996. He later became 
offensive co-ordinator and, in 
2002, moved to the same job 


in Edmonton, where he won a 
Grey Cup in 2003 under coach 
Tom Higgins. 

He replaced Higgins as 
head coach in 2005 and won 
a cup, but then things went 
south. He was named general 
manager even though the Es¬ 
kimos missed the playoffs in 
2006 and kept that job until, 
after years of intense criticism 
from fans and media, he was 
fired in July of 2010. 

Asked to sum up his years 
in Edmonton, Maciocia said: 
“I enjoyed it. I was there for 
eight years, we went to three 
Grey Cup games, won two. I 
wouldn’t exchange any of it.”

NFL. Players’ union 
appeals suspension of 
Vikings star Peterson 


The NFL players’ union 
has appealed the league’s 
suspension of Adrian Peter¬ 
son. 

In a letter to its player 
representatives and execu¬ 
tive committee obtained 
by The Associated Press 
on Thursday, the NFLPA 
calls commissioner Roger 
Goodell’s punishment “un¬ 
precedented, arbitrary, and 
unlawful” and demands an 
independent, neutral arbi¬ 
trator hears Peterson’s case. 

On Tuesday, Goodell sus¬ 
pended Peterson without 
pay for the rest of the sea¬ 
son and told him he will not 
be considered for reinstate¬ 
ment before April 15 for his 
violation of the NFL person¬ 
al conduct policy. 

Peterson pleaded no con¬ 
test Nov. 4 to misdemeanour 
reckless assault in Texas for 
injuries to his four-year-old 
son with a wooden switch. 

The union says Peter¬ 
son was told the games he 
missed on a special exempt 
list would count as time 
served toward a suspension. 
The 2012 NFL MVP played 
just one game for the Min¬ 
nesota Vikings this season. 
Peterson has said he in¬ 



tended no harm to his son 
and that he only wanted to 
discipline him. 

The 2012 NFL MVP was 
paid part of his $11.75 mil¬ 
lion during the leave.

NFL moves Bills- 
Jetsfrom Buffalo 

Snowed out in Buffalo, 
the Bills are heading 
to Detroit to play their 
“home” game against the 
New York Jets on Monday 
night.

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‘Wrong path.' Parents led Blue Jackets’ Johnson to bankruptcy 


Columbus Blue Jackets de¬ 
fenceman Jack Johnson has 
filed for bankruptcy while 
earning millions under a 
$30.5-million contract in his 
ninth NHL season. 

In federal court records, 
the 27-year-old said his fi¬ 
nances have fallen apart 
under his parents’ manage¬ 
ment. He said creditors and 
his financial advisers took 
advantage of him through 
fraudulent transactions and 
predatory lending, pledging 


his contract earnings as secur¬ 
ity for unconventional loans 
that he didn’t authorize and 
that had exorbitant interest 
rates. 

Johnson filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy Oct. 7, two days before 
the team began the regular 
season. Those filings indicated 
he owed more than $12 mil¬ 
lion. For estimated assets, he 
checked the box indicating $1 
million to $10 million. 

Johnson, who was traded 
to the Blue Jackets by the Los 


Angeles Kings in 2012, told 
The Columbus Dispatch he 
was led astray by others. 

“I’d say I picked the wrong 
people who led me down the 
wrong path. I’ve got people 
in place who are going to fix 
eveiything now. It’s some¬ 
thing I should have done a 
long time ago,” said Johnson, 
who declined to comment fur¬ 
ther to the newspaper. 

As a busy young athlete 
unexperienced in money 
management, the Indianap¬ 


olis native wanted to make 
his earnings last beyond his 
professional career, and he en¬ 
trusted his financial affairs to 
his parents, according to court 
documents. 

The filings blamed his situ¬ 
ation on unethical actions by 
financial advisers and credit¬ 
ors “in a systematic, deliber¬ 
ate and predatoiy lending and 
investment scheme whereby 
they lined their own pockets” 
at his expense.
